an $80,000 bond issue election, 
basing the request on the re¬ 
sults of an informal postcard 
survey. Response favored an 
$80,000 bond issue to finance a 
pool in City Park. 

Since that time, council-insti¬ 
gated fact-finding and consul¬ 
tation with pool experts indi¬ 
cates that City-owned park 
property east of the Woman’s 
clubhouse, between Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. and Mariposa, is not 
sufficiently large for a recom¬ 
mended size pool, deck space 
and play area without moving 
tennis courts and making other 
costly revisions, thus requiring 
a larger bond issue. 

Beautify "Eye-Sore” 

On the other hand, Council- 
men James and Charles E. 
Louk stated they felt that a 
pool located on City-owned wa- 
terland near the eastern 
boundary of the city where the 
Youth Hut is located and de¬ 
velopment of that roomier area 
would beautify an “eye sore” 
and double the city’s park fa¬ 
cilities. 

To others the non-central lo¬ 
cation of this property is 
deemed a disadvantage. 

Louk commented that a pool, 
bathhouses and walls would 
add nothing to the aesthetic 
features of the present City 
park. Also, that neither park¬ 
ing hor what he considered 
necessary “romping ground” in 
the pool area would be avail¬ 
able at the park site.

James stated his conviction
